The performance of **Jullus Cesar'’ in Brook-
Isn on Monday night was reverent enough, snd
generally Lutelifgent u spirlt, but it suggested
some of the doungers In Shakespeurean netlng
that are likely to prove luwore menacing thao
the customnry neglect of the wppenrance and
tralning of the subordinates, With the ex-
ception of Miss Shiaw as Purtig, the actors gave
s purely conveutional reading of thelr lines,
and this was not appareutly based on thoeory
which looked to an intelllgent Interpretation
of them. When Mr. Miln and Mr. FPlynipton
rolled ont thelr periods, they did it In accord-
ance with that old declamatory standard which
bas come down traditionally from the “‘palmy
dayn." Mr. Plympton Is an sctor of abllity
